THE P. Gh ARMY.

Tnraj est or Palace Sqaare.

A so-call- ed battalion drill was
performed before a large and j
very appreciative audienco on
Palace Square last Saturday
afternoon at 5 o'clock, under tho
command of "Colonel" Soper
one of the commanders-in-chie- f of
the forces. For the sake of those
of the men who "have. been there
before' and the few officers who
kuew their business, wa should
mildly suggest that until tho
battalion is in a better shape and
a little more drilled the public
exhibition takes place on tho
grounds in front of the old bar-

racks or in some more excluded
place. It must bo embarrass-
ing for tho parties mentioned to
take part in such a droll affair as
was the drill last Saturday.

The men undoubtedly did their
best, but how is it possible to
mako soldiers not for the battle
field, but for the parade ground
out of men who never havo been
taught gymnastics and who havo
been gathered together without
the slightest regard to seize, or
shape, or gait, or form. Captain
Zieglor's company presented the
best appearance, but we hardly
believe it was even satisfactory
to him. Tho men are evidently
not taught to "march." Tboy
bob their knees up and tlown like
spavined horses without gaining
any ground. Carl Willing was
about the only man on the
ground who marched. The man-

ner in which tho Colonel and his
staff ran around was very humor-
ous. Tho groat commander-in-chie- f

generally assumed the
woll-know- n attitude of Napoleon,
aud never responded to the salute
of his next in command, or his
adjutant when these officers re-

ported to him. Napoleon Soper
should not eat fat pork for din-

ner, before a battalion drill; it
sticks in the throat and makes
tho commands indistinct and
very unmusical and then when
he commands a battalion he
should cease addressing them as
a comjxtny.

The commanding officers evi-

dently consider it imposiug, and
healthy for tho rifles to havo tho
moti bring them to the ground
with a thud not by any means a
simultaneous thud, but souudiug
like hail on a corrugated iron
roof. It is characteristic of the
army that the battalion always
was- - headed bv tho doctor
tho quartermaster general and
the commisariat officer. Un-

doubtedly the man who pays the
monev, the man who furnishes
the grab, and tho man who
doct )rs them after eating it, are
the' most important functionaries
in tho P. G. Army, but still it
would look better if the- - were
allowed to stay at home or keep
quiet behind tiie colonel. Where
by the way was the ambulance?
Did the Doctor carry one in his
pocket?

We admit cheerfully that it
was n grand sight to see the
Surgeon General with a white
handkerchief inserted between
the buttons of his uniform trying
to vaccinate himself and Mr.
Hall with his formidable
sword, but isn't it dangerous?
Councillor Eiaraelaili looked
brave, but gloomy as if he was
going to collect a bill from a re-
fractory debtor. The drummers
took parUcmi&t pain io look the
"other wsy"r whenever they pass

ed the Colonel, probably being
afraid of being dazzled by the
splendor of the staff and so lose
the marching time. j

The battalion so ftr makes a
poor showing, and we suppose !

that the exhibition was mostly
for the purpose of showing off
the new uniforms for which the
taxpayers have paid. The j

audience was larse and treated
the whole affair as a bnrlesone
or a circus even the P. G. sup
porters could not look at the men i

running ck without giving,
went to their amusement.
